Some sought to decrease 
the legal amount of gold in the 
dollar, to remonetize silver on 
the old 16 to 1 or some other 
ratio, or to cure the nation’s 
money ills with a score of other 
proposals.

By F. C. VOSBURGH 
Washington, Jan. 14 (/P)—Ex­ 
tensive rewriting of the domes­ 
tic allotment farm relief bill was 
indicated today in view of asser­ 
tions from Republican leaders 
that it could not pass the senate 
| in its present form. 
As approved by the house, the 
emergency plan for boosting the 
farmer’s cash return on seven 
chosen commodities to the pre­ 
war ratio with industrial pro­ 
ducts 
found 
few 
outspok en 
friends among senators. 
Many explained they needed 
the week end to study the leng­ 
thy measure before reaching a 
conclusion. 
But others stated 
without hesitation that the bili 
would need numerous amend­ 
ments if it is to pass the senate. 
Among them were Senators W at­ 
son of Indiana, Republican lead­ 
er, and McNary of Oregon, chair­ 
man of the agriculture commit­ 
tee. 
Calling a meeting of that com- 
| mittee for Monday morning to 
begin its consideration. McNary 
I told newspapermen he felt that 
before the bill received a favor­ 
able report it would have to be 
altered to include all agricultural 
commodities rather than the sev­ 
en it now covers—wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, hogs, 
dairy 
products, 
rice and peanuts. 
Under such a change, the ag­ 
riculture department would be 
given authority to decide which 
commodities should be benefited 
in actual operation. 
McNary , long a leader in farm 
relief legislation, added that he 
would support the bill "if we can 
simplify it, mak e it practicable 
and bring it within the consti­ 
tution." 
Much of the senate opposition 
apparently was based on the be­ 
lief that the plan would be dif­ 
ficult to administer and that it 
would require a large staff for 
successful operation. 
The bill would levy a tax on 
the processing of the various 
commodities and distribute the 
money to the farmer on his share 
of domestic consumption in an 
amount sufficient to bring the 
price to the pre-war ratio with 
industrial commodities. 
In return, the farmer would be 
required to agree to curtail his 
production the following y ear by 
20 per cent. 
An objection raised by Senator 
Bank head (D., Ala.) a member 
of the senate agriculture com- 
mitee, was that the acreage re­ 
duction is not sufficient.

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“ POOR TOGETHER“ 
It is common ly su pposed th at the depression 
has hit all classes alike. If the poor m an is ou t 
of a job, the rich m an is ou t of div iden ds. On e 
promin en t in du strialist has ex pressed the gen ­ 
eral belief pretty fairly by remarkin g th at “we're 
all poor together.” 
A glan ce at recen t econ omic reports, howev er, 
pu ts a differen t light on thin gs. 
Figu res presen ted in a mon thly report of the 
U. S. Commerce Departmen t show th at while 
labor’s in come has been slashed terrifically , cap­ 
ital’s in come has u n dergon e n othin g approach­ 
in g an equ al shrin kage. 
Du rin g the first 11 mon ths of 1932, for in ­ 
stan ce, div iden d an d in terest pay men ts in the 
Un ited States totaled $6,47 2,000,000 — a figu re 
which doesn ’t compare at all badly with the rec­ 
ord of former y ears. In 1931 an d in 1930, to be 
su re, these pay men ts ran to abou t eight billion s 
a y ear; bu t in 1929 they were $7 ,500.000,000 an d 
in 1928 they were on ly $6,028 ,000,000 — actu ally 
less th an in the first 11 m on ths of the worst 
y ear of the depression . 
What, mean while, has labor been gettin g? 
Well, the American Federation of Labor’s fig­ 
u res show th at in 1932 wages paid in the Un ited 
States totaled $23,232.000,000. In 1928 they were 
slightly abov e fifty billion s; in 1929 they were 
abov e fifty -three billion s. 
All of these figu res show pretty clearly ju st 
who it is th at is pay in g for the depression . 
Secu rity prices hav e shru n k woefu lly , of late, 
to be su re. Div iden d pay men ts hav e been cu t 
down ; the rich are n ot as rich as they were, the 
moderately well-to-do hav e in man y cases fou n d 
themselv es sorely pin ched an d pressed. 
Bu t the comparison is too strikin g to be 
missed. The wages of capital hav e n ot su ffered 
an y thin g like the deflation th at has hit the 
wages of labor. You might remember that, the 
n ex t time someon e sou n ds off abou t how we’re 
“all poor together.” 


PRISONERS OF THE PRESENT 
When a scien tist wan ts to relax an d hav e a 
little harmless fu n , he sits down an d tries to 
figu re ou t what men arc goin g to be like in the 
distan t fu tu re. 
Usu ally he keeps his gu esses within shou tin g 
distan ce of the presen t clay . Bu t the m an who 
gav e the American Association for the Adv an ce­ 
m en t of Scien ce th at little forecast recen tly 
w asn ’t con ten t with half measu res. He looked 
ahead n o less than half a biliion y ears an d re­ 


ported th at by th a t time the hu m an race will 
hav e ev olv ed in to a far higher, wiser, healthier 
an d happier ty pe th an an y thin g we dream of 
n ow. 
Ail of this, of cou rse, may be tru e as gospel, 
an d sin ce n on e of u s will liv e to see it there is 
n o chan ce of prov in g the gen tleman wron g. Bu t 
althou gh we du tifu lly doff ou r hats at the wis­ 
dom of scien ce, we can be pardon ed for failin g 
to be too greatly impressed. 
Half a billion y ears is too lon g a time. All of 
earth ’s problems may be iron ed ou t by then , bu t 
what of it? Most of u s wou ld rather kn ow if 
the depression is goin g to en d this y ear, if we 
are goin g to get back some of ou r lost in come, 
if ou r tax es are goin g to come down or if the 
den tist is goin g to in sist th at we really do n eed 
a set of store teeth. 
For hu m an life, after all, is made u p mostly of 
a series of ju st su ch little gu esses abou t the most 
immediate fu tu re. We n ev er look ahead mu ch 
bey on d the en ds of ou r n oses. It simply isn ’t 
possible. If we can get throu gh n ex t m on th’s 
difficu lties, the y ear after n ex t — an d all etern ity 
thereafter, for th at m atter — can take care of 
itself. 
This, sometimes, makes seriou s thin kers de­ 
spair of u s. We seem blin d an d heedless, in ­ 
capable of v ision . Bu t we can ’t, in the v ery n a ­ 
tu re of thin gs, be an y thin g else. We hav e to­ 
day ’s job to do, an d tomorrow’s to worry abou t 
— an d we hav en ’t time for an y thin g else. We 
hav e to liv e in the presen t.
